Early assessments by the dai­ 
ry indu stry of the action which 
began at 5 p.m. EST Wednesday 
generally downgraded its effect. 
Henry R, Geisinger, spok es­ 
man for the Pennsy lv ania Asso­ 
ciation of Milk Dealers, Inc., 
said: “ It’s more of a member­ 
ship sort of driv e, the holdou t. It 
will hav e some pu blicity v alu e, 
bu t from a standpoint of milk 
shortage, it shou ld hav e no ef­ 
fect here at all.” 
In Charleston, S.C., Emil Ei- 
lenhu t, area general manager 
of a large dairy produ cts firm, 
said the effectiv eness of the ac­ 
tion “alt depends on how far 
they ex tejid and how solid they 
are. This has been tried two or 
three times before and it hasn’t 
been effectiv e.” 
Dairy men saw it differently . 
Marsden Dring, a dairy iead- 
er in Delaware Cou nty , N.Y., 
said the action “cou ld boomer­ 
ang or it cou ld snowball. And I 
think it will snowball.” 
Dring, contacted in an Asso­ 
ciated Press national su rv ey , 
added 
that 
su ccess 
depeids 
u pon the nu mber of non-NFO 
farmers who su pport the hol­ 
dou t. 
Oren Lee Staley , NF'O presi­ 
dent, annou nced the long-ex ­ 
pected holdou t at the grou p’a 
Coming, 
Iowa, 
headq u arters 
Wednesday . The aim is to raise 
prices paid to farm ers by two 
cents a q u art. 
The holdou t action, affecting 
25 states from New York to Ida 
ho and from the Canadian bor­ 
der to Florida, calls for dairy ­ 
men to hold milk on their farms 
u ntil bu y ers agree to raise their 
prices to farmers. These now 
range generally from eight to 10 
cents a q u art. 
Milk deliv eries to Kansas City 
this morning were reported on 
a normal basis. 
Three dairies at Springfield, 
Mo., reported they wou ld not 
k now the effect of the NFO ac­ 
tion u ntil late today when tru ck s 
retu rn from pick u ps in ru ral 
areas. 
Tom Hoggard, Lawrence Gou ­ 
ty , Missou ri dairy man, said aft­ 
er his milk ing this afternoon he 
planned to du mp abou t 
3,300 
pou nds of milk .

D(rid's and O’Hare’s handwrit­ 
ing to ask Sonnett what he pro­ 
posed to show. 


*T propose to show that O’­ 
Hare told the tru th y esterday 
when he said with respect to • 
nu mber of money orders that he 
'forged the signatu re of Sen. 
: Dodd,” Sonnett said. 
“And contrary to his testimo­ 
ny ,” Sonnett continu ed, “I pro­ 
pose to show he was a v ery ex ­ 
cellent forger.” 
“ I also propose to show that 
O’Hare lied u nder oath when he 
said check s he introdu ced y est­ 
erday were 
signed 
by 
Sen. 
Dodd,” Sonnett added. 
The final witness presented by 
the bipartisan committee was 
Edward B. Lock ett, who testi­ 
fied that in 19 6 3 Dodd hired him 
to write a book and that he was 
paid $8,000 from a testimonial 
accou nt. 
Dodd 
contendg 
that 
fu nds 
raised for him at a series of 
ev ents between 1961 and 19 6 5 
were not campaign contribu ­ 
tions bu t tax free gifts that he 
was free to u se a s he saw fit. 
Lock ett testified he first was 
called abou t writing a book for 
Dodd by J. G. Sou rwine, chief 
cou nsel of the Senate Internal 
Secu rity su bcommittee. Dodd is 
v ice chairman of the su bcom­ 
mittee. 
The writer said that Sou rwine 
told him it was to be a cam­ 
paign docu ment and that the 
senator wanted it tu rned ou t in 
a great hu rry .

Thou gh reports from Wash­ 
ington say the new embassy 
team is to step u p the pacifica­ 
tion program, senior American 
officials here don’t ex pect ma­ 
jor changes in the program it­ 
self. Ou tgoing Ambassador Hen­ 
ry Cabot Lodge told newsmen 
today he doesn’t believ e Wash­ 
ington is u nhappy at the prog­ 
ress of civ ilian programs in 
Vietnam. 
Howev er, many sou rces be­ 
liev e the departu re of Lodge 
and Depu ty Ambassador Wil­ 
liam O. Porter, both determined 
adv ocates of civ ilian responsi­ 
bility for the pacification pro­ 
gram, is certain to giv e (ien. 
William C. Westmoreland and 
his officers the dominant v oice. 
For some time there has been 
an 
u ndergrou nd stru ggle be 
tween the U.S. military and the 
embassy for influ ence. Fear of 
a military tak eov er of civ ilian 
affairs led to the formation of 
the embassy ’s Office of Civ il 
Operations, headed by Porter, 
to direct the mu ltimillion-doUar 
pacification program. 
Many feel that only the strong

There’s a prospect of a 9 per 
cent increase in hog production. 
Broiler prices, down most of 
the winter, are inching up a bit. 
Egg prices, which have dropped 
sharply, are edging higher. 
A major supermarket chain in 


the New York area cut pork 
chops 30 cents a pound to 79 
cents this week. Canned hams 
are piling up for Easter. 
Turkey prices generally are 
much lower than a year ago. 
One big reason; 48 per cent 
more frozen turkey in storage. 
Farm ers plan to raise the 
acreage they plant in m ajor 
crop 7 per cent this year. If the 
weather is good, it could be the 
most bountiful harvest in Amer­ 
ican history — and some bar­ 
gains in the supermarkets later 
this year.

President Johnson, marking the 
200th birthday of Andrew Jack­ 
son in an area where states 
rights often has been a political

Simmering In Mo sco w; Po wer Struggle

NEW YORK — (NEA) — No w that I am 
o u t o f the So v iet Unio n I can repo rt that a 
mo mento u s po wer stru ggle is shaping u p in 
the Kremlin, triggered by critics o f Ru ssia’s 
fo reign po licy , particu larly its relatio ns 
with No rth Vietnam, 


My o wn o bserv atio ns, plu s what I was 
to ld by nu mero u s Western diplo mats and 
o ther fo reign residents, lead to ex pectatio ns 
that befo re the stru ggle is reso lv ed the two - 
headed dictato rship o f Premier Alex ei Ko sy ­ 
gin and party bo ss Leo nid Brezhnev will }» 
replaced. And Ko sy gin and Brezhnev wo u ld 
v anish fro m the po litical scene like Nikita 
Khru shchev , su ddenly , o v ernight, witho u t 
fanfare. 


I wo u ldn’t hav e dared cable this fro m 
Ru ssia, where repo rting that the dictato r­ 
ship is shaky is the No . 1 sin. If the abo v e 
were written by a resident co rrespo ndent in 
Mo sco w he wo u ld be o u sted o r harassed 
u ntil he left. 


It is an accepted fact o f life in Mo sco w 
that So v iet fo reign po licy is in 
tatters. 
China, the mo st po pu lated Co mmu nist co u n­ 
try , is no w an enemy . Eastern Eu ro pe is 
rapidly drifting farther away fro m Mo sco w’s 
do minatio n. Ev en No rth Ko rea sho ws alarm ­ 
ing independence. 


And if this wasn’t eno u gh to u ndermine 
any go v ernment, there is the impo ssible 
pro blem o f Vietnam, My ex cellent so u rces 
in Mo sco w to ld me that impo rtant mem­ 
bers o f the Presidiu m perso nally blame 
Ko sy gin and Brezhnev fo r getting the So v iet 
Unio n inv o lv ed in that ho peless mess “where 
Ru ssia had no thing to gain and ev ery thing 
to lo se.” 


“ Ev ery thing to lo se” means a co nfro nta­ 
tio n with the United States, which is the 
last thing any o ne inside the Kremlin wants. 
Particu larly at this time when Red China 
is 
making 
warlike no ises o n Ru ssia’s 
bo rders. 


Co mmu nist heav y weights rapping Ko sy gin 
and Brezhnev say that sho rtly after* they 
replaced Khru shchev in 1964 they made 
their first irrev cKiable erro r: They enco u r­ 
aged No rth Vietnam to inv ade So u th Viet­ 
nam in o rganized fo rce witho u t anticipating 
the v io lent American reactio n. 


Khru shchev had learned, du ring the Cu ban 
missile crisis, that Americans are qu ick o n 
the draw. He had do ne little to enco u rage 


Hano i to ex pand Its effo rts bey o nd gu er­ 
rilla warfare. 


Critics o f the cu rrent dictato rship say it 
gav e Hano i the O.K. to “get to u gh’’ as 
part o f its campaign to wo o Red China 
back into Mo ther Ru ssia’s arms. They want­ 
ed to pro v e that, u nlike Khru shchev , they 
appro v ed rev o lu tio n and inv asio n 
a s a meani 
to adv ance wo rld rev o lu tio n. Khru .shchev ’s 
theo ry o f “peacefu l co -ex istence’’ was do wn­ 
play ed by Ko sy gin and Brezhnev when par­ 
ley ing with the Chinese. 


Ko sy gin made a 
pilgrimage to Peking 
where he preached bro therly , Co mmu nist 
lo v e and was feasted at massiv e banqu ets 
where riv ers o f sharks’ fin so u p flo wed like 
bo rscht in Mo sco w. 


Besides the so u p. Red China gav e Ko sy gin 
no thing bu t the war in Vietnam. And since 
the Americans entered the co nflict with 
su ch co nsiderable fo rce. Ko sy gin and his 
partner in dictato rship hav e been in an 
u nenv iable po sitio n. 


They dare no t risk war with the United 
States by bailing o u t Hano i with Ru ssian 
airpo wer o r gro u nd tro o ps. 


They hav e no t y et been able to get Hano i 
to nego tiate, partly becau se the Red Chinese 
are 
pressu ring Hano i to be ev ermo re 
belligerent. 


Cau ght in the middle, helpless, Ko sy gin 
and Brezhnev are sending a dribble o f mili­ 
tary hardware to Hano i while they make 
thu ndering speeches threatening to hit the 
Americans with ev ery thing bu t the Bo lsho i 
Ballet. 


These warlike pro clamatio ns, winked at 
in so phisticated Mo sco w, are primarily di­ 
rected at the rest o f the Co mmu nist wo rld 
where So v iet prestige is lo w, thanks to Viet­ 
nam. The East Eu ro pean press, fo r ex am­ 
ple. mu ch freer than Mo sco w’s, has sly ly 
made it clear that the Ru ssians are stand­ 
ing by , hands and to ngu es tied, while a 
small Co mmu nist co u ntry is getting po u nd­ 
ed by an “imperialist.” 


It wo u ld be fo lly fo r any o ne to v entu re 
* gu ess as to who m will su cceed Ko sy gin 
and Brezhnev if they sho u ld fall. This bu si­ 
ness is y et in its early stages and the Krem­ 
lin is no t inclined to pu blicize differences 
in the Presidiu m. Ho wev er, o ne thing ap­ 
pears certain: The cu rrent dictato rship has 
su ffered stu nning rev erses, it has lo st Ru s­ 
sia’s immense prestige, it is wo u nded—and 
to t wo lf pack is m fu ll pu rsu it

“ To fo llo w any o ther ru le 
wo u ld be to v io late the sacred 
tru st we u ndertake when we ask 
a man to risk his life fo r his 
co u ntry .”

He accu sed them o f “mo ral

tions of quality standards. 
Labels should be read care­ 
fully. Distinguish between facts 
and product claims based on 
“ puffery.” A.^k about unfamiliar 
terms. 
Brands can help you use ex­ 
perience as a guide in buying. 
Tliis is true when branded arti­ 
cles are uniform in quality. But 
buying can become a habit that 
robs you of the value of critical 
comparison. 
Guarantees are only as réli- 
able as the firms who make 
them. To evaluate guarantees 
ask- 
What hazards 
or conditions 
does the guarantee cover? 
For how long is the guarantee 
effective’’ 
Is the entire product guaran­ 
teed or just certain parts? 
What will be done if the goods 
are not as represented’’ 
Who will make good on the 
guarantee? 
Keep the guarantee and insist 
that it be made good if the pro-, 
duct fails, 
Rpturning purchases that do 


not perform effectively Is your 
way of encouraging product im­ 
provement. 
Seals of Approval are attach­ 
ed by some trade associations 
to items that meet their require­ 
ments. The American Gas Asso­ 
ciation, Underwriters Labora­ 
tories Inc., and the American 
Home Laundry Manufacturers 
Association are examples of or­ 
ganizations using seals. 
Magazine seals 
of approval 
may have limited meaning. Be 
sure to read the tag 
or the 
statement on the editorial page 
to learn what the seal means. 
Some mean only that an item 
has the qualities stated in the 
advertising. This does not give 
an indication of quality based 
on objective standards or guar­ 
antee that the product is better 
than other brands on the mar­ 
ket. 
Professional and commercial 
specialists are another source 
of information about new things 
and good buys. Their help may 
be obtained through personal 
contact or reading publications 
or aritcles written by these peo­ 
ple.
